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THEORY OF THE LODE. 


What Experts Think of the 
Formation at Bodie. 


Prospects of Different Mines. 


| By a Special Correspondent. ) 

The mines in this vicinity are in 
many respects most remarkable. They 
not only contain streaks of unheard of 
richness, but the veins run in the most 
curious shapes,and some of the richest 
rock has the commonest.look. The 
most experienced miners agree with 
me that there isa great deal of rock found 
in Bodie which, without knowing that 
it would assay into the thousands, any 
man would throw out without a mo- 
ments hesitation. Bodie bluff is full 
of veins or streaks, running in a ges- 
eral north and south course. The up- 
per part of these veins is very much 
distui bed and has puzzled the experts 
exceedingly. Every theory can be 
substantiated to a hair, by evidence 
which *is perfectly unanswerable to 
him that gets it up. It is safe, how- 
ever, to say, that 


BELOW FOUR HUNDRED FEET 


the commotion had little or no force, 
and every foot explored belew that 
level will add largely to the real 
konwledge we have of this lode or de- 


posit, whichever it may be. The de- 
posit upon which Bodie has gotten fat, 
wabbles around in the most irrespon- 
sible manner, and leads te the belief 
that it was there at the time 
of the disturbance which ground 
up the rock and twisted the whole 
hill out ef shape. This layer of gold 
bearing quartz, which has never reach- 
ed a thickness of three feet, might be 
compared to a vast blanket, stretching 
from one side to the other, in loose 
folds, rising here and sinking there, 
without method or regularity. It 
seems to have adivide or summit of 
its vn over which it has disappeared 
to the west, and is now * 
Iy down en the eas: side. How far 
north and south it runs is not known. 
The south drift hes it two and a half 
feet wide and as rich as ever, and 
the northe winze is in it. The 
old works and the new in the Bodie 
mine were supposed to be entirely dis- 
connected, but it is now know that 
they are both part of thissame blanket. 
The east drift, on the 306 foot level, 
cuts through it at the place ofall 
others where it was the most weak, 
and it was supposed that it bad run out. 
After they found it again on the level 
below, they came back and began the 
exploration ot a streak of 


BARREN WHITE QUARTZ 
which they had crossed about 60 feet 
from the shaft, and soon found that 
it was the missing link. The rock is 
so soft on this streak, there is so little 


clay, the wall rocks are so filled up 
with gold and it lies so flat that some 
people think it is a gravel deposit 
which will be exhausted in a short 
time like the famous drift mines on 
the Iowa Hill divide in Placer county, 
and not a vein at all. But there seems 
to be good reason for discarding this 
belief in the character of the rock in 
the face of the north winze and that 
in the south drift, which carry streaks 
very rich in silver in several different 
forms and in good strong quartz. 
The a in the north and south win- 
zes and in the upraise is much more 
regular than it was higher up, and 
the character of ore of a more prom- 
Ising character for permanency. It 
carries crystalized quartz, and te use 
& mini phrase, “‘crystals show 
strength.’ The Bodie has other 
ledges of quartz and is going right to 
the line both south and east and will 
doubtless find morn. The Jupiter, 
which lies south and east of Bodie, has 
3 ledges,and the Dudley, further south, 
has several, whether the same ones or 
not can bardly be determined. Some 
of its ore is very rich, and is being 
sacked for the mill. They all expect 
to get the blanket into their beds, but 
are satisfied to dig for it, as the dip 
would it considerably lower than 
it is found in the Bodie. The Stand- 
ard is so well known that I need not 
mention its several valuable bonanzas.

The Uni 
versity and mines north and south of 
it are quite a ways west and expect to 
go very jeep before into the 
ere. If the vein dips, as it is now 
thought by most, to the east, there 
is not any likelihood of their ever 
getting into ore. It would be like 
going above the fissure of the Com- 
stock aad boring into the rock which 
runs in and becomes the footwall. 
Still, theories are very often decep- 
tive, and no one knows enough yet to 
say go here’’or“go there’ for the vein. 
There is a great deal of good machi- 
nery on the ground and more coming. 
The Standard mill has 20 stamps and 
is worked to great advantage. A new 
system of moving ore is in operation 
there which is very cheap. e mill 
is set at the foot of Bodie bluff, just 
above the town, on the east side. An 
endless wire runs between the 
mill and the ore house on top of the 
hill. It is carried around a large 
horizontal wheel at the top,and around 
a drum at the mill, which is moved 
by the steam engine at about a mile 
and a half an hour gait. It is kept 
in position between the two, which 
are about a quarter ef a mile apart, by 
grooved wheels set on trestles. Frem 
this repe are hung at regular intervals 
fifty iron buckets, each of which car- 
ries 120 pounds of ore. It takes two 
men to fill them at the top, and the 
latch is struck by a stick at the mill, 
the bottom falls down, the ore tum- 
bles into the bin and the bottom is 
shut and latched again automatically. 
This contrivance is 


A GREAT SUCCESS. 


The ore is moved with the merest 
trifle of expense and at a rate which 
would keep three mills running. It 
is simple, never gets out of order and 
is very satisfactory all round. It is 
said that it does not cost ever a bit a 
ton to run down the rock and to mine 
and deliver at the miil does net cost 
over two dollars. Mining and mill- 
ing costs about $8 perton. There are 
several mines troubled with water, 
and pumps are on the way to clear 
them. After they arrive there will 
be employment for more men. The 
Real Del Monte, at Aurora, is also 
flooded and is waitiag for a larger 
pump. The old pump took out 400 
gallons per minute. A new 17 inch 
pump is on the way which will take 
out 1200 gallons per minute.
